May I dzaw your attention to what looks like an error 
in the daily summary of information ? 


The report of Nov.e7th gives the total number of refugees 
in Shanghai as 65,1335. 

The report of Nov.9th states that, on the 7th and 8th, 
400 refugees were repatriated, while on theg ame dates 355 
arrived. 


This leaves a balance in favour of repatriation of 67, 
and the total mumber of refugees on November 8th should 
therefore be 65066. 

nstead of this, the total is given in to-day's report 
as 65,466, which figure looks as if it was arrived at by 
adding the arrivals of the 7th and 8th to the total for 
the 6th, without taking account of the departures. 


May I suggest that, if this practice has been going on 
ever since repatriation began, the total number of refugees in 
Shanghai should now read 62,686, which is arrived at by 


taking the total in toeday's report and deducting from it 
the total number of people repatriated ?
